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LOS ANGELES - Met- 
ta World Peace was eject¬ 
ed from the Los Angeles 
Lakers' 114-106 double 
overtime win over the 
Oklahoma City Thunder 
on Sunday after receiving 
a flagrant foul 2 for hit¬ 
ting James Harden in the 
head with his elbow. 

World Peace threw 
down a dunk to draw the 
Lakers to within one, 48- 
47, with 1:39 remaining 
in the second quarter. As 
he made his way back up 
the court, World Peace 
started to beat his chest in 
celebration before striking 
Harden, who was behind 
him, in the back of the 
head with his left elbow, 
causing the Oklahoma 
City guard to fall to the 
floor. 

Harden stayed down 
and play was stopped for 
several minutes while the 
referees separated Lak¬ 
ers and Thunder players 
who were arguing and the 
flagrant 2 determination 
was only made after the 
collision was reviewed on 
a video monitor at center 
court. 

Harden, who had 14 
points, did not return to 
the court in the second 
quarter. Harden was diag¬ 
nosed with a concussion, 
according to the Thun¬ 
der. He will fly back with 
the team to Oklahoma 
City and his status for the 
Thunder's final two regu¬ 
lar season games is un¬ 
certain. 


Harden was the first 
player to leave Oklahoma 
City's locker room after 
the game and did not ad¬ 
dress the media. 

World Peace issued a 
statement to reporters in 
the locker room after the 
game, but did not enter¬ 
tain any questions. 

"During that play I just 
dunked on (Kevin) Durant 
and (Serge) Ibaka and I 
got really emotional and 
excited and it was unfor¬ 
tunate that James had to 
get hit with an unintention¬ 
al elbow," World Peace 
said. "I hope he's OK. The 
Thunder, they're playing 
for a championship this 
year, so I hope that he's 
OK and I apologize to the 
Thunder and to James 
Harden. 

"You know, it was such 
a great game and it was 
unfortunate so much emo¬ 
tion was going on at that 
time.... That's it for today." 

World Peace appeared 
to plead to an official that 
his elbow was inadvertent 
and only a result of his 
chest-thumping celebra¬ 
tion motion. 

"I saw it happened and 
it was a very hard hit," 
Ibaka said. " ... That's the 
first I've seen anything 
like that happen live. I was 
surprised. I went up to him 
to ask him why he did that 
and he wanted to fight me 
too. I don't know what he 
was thinking. I have no 
idea." 

World Peace later ad¬ 


dressed the foul on Twit¬ 
ter. 

"Hope James Hardin 
(sic) is ok...," World Peace 
wrote. "I remember when 
I hit by Marc Gasolthe 
same way.. I was spitting 
up blood and a headache 
during the game..." 

"I just watched the re¬ 
play again. Oooo.. My 

celebration of the dunk 
really was too much... 
Didn't even see James 

.Omg... Looks bad," he 

tweeted. 

Harden now faces a rig¬ 
orous process before he 
can return to action under 
the NBA's recently insti¬ 
tuted concussion policy. 

A player diagnosed 
with a concussion 
must complete a se¬ 
ries of steps to con¬ 
firm that he's healthy 
enough for competi¬ 
tion. Once he is symp¬ 
tom free, the player must 
make it through increas¬ 
ing stages of exertion -- 
from a stationary bike, to 
jogging, to agility work, 
to non-contact team 
drills -- while ensuring 
the symptoms don't 
return after each 
one. 

World Peace will 
however have to 
deal with the NBA 
league office, 
which reviews ev¬ 
ery flagrant foul 
to determine if a 
suspension 
is warranted.

MIAMI -- As LeBron James 
was walking to Miami's home 
bench for the final time this regu¬ 
lar season, he raised his left arm 
to acknowledge the roars of an¬ 
other sold-out crowd. And when 
the obligatory "M-V-P" chants 
started up, James waved again. 

He'll be back next weekend, 
with bigger goals in mind. 

James finished with 32 points 
and eight rebounds, Norris Cole 
added 16 points and the Heat 
pulled away in the final minutes 
to beat Houston 97-88 on Sun¬ 
day night and eliminate the Rock¬ 
ets from postseason contention. 

"It's very humbling, honestly," 
James said. "The fans have been 
amazing this year and they're 
going to continue to be amazing 
going into the postseason. ... It's 
humbling." 

Mike Miller scored 11 for inju¬ 
ry-depleted Miami, which still has 
a mathematical chance of catch¬ 
ing Chicago for the No. 1 seed in 
the Eastern Conference playoffs. 
Joel Anthony added 11 for the 
Heat on 5-for-5 shooting. 

But James controlled the 
game, especially late as Miami 
needed a 31-19 fourth quarter 
to win its regular-season home 
finale. The Heat played without 
starters Dwyane Wade (dislo¬ 
cated left index finger), Chris 
Bosh (leg muscle fatigue) and 
Mario Chalmers (flulike symp¬ 
toms). Backup center Ronny Tu- 
riaf missed his seventh straight 
game while recovering from a 
hamstring problem. 

On this night, they could relax 
and enjoy. 

"I think LeBron is having a his¬ 
toric season," Heat coach Erik 
Spoelstra said. 

Chandler Parsons scored a ca¬ 
reer-high 23 for Houston, which 
led by as many as 13 in the first 
half. Parsons tied the game at 
83 with a layup late in the fourth, 
before James' 3-pointer sparked 


an 8-0 run that put 
Miami in control. 

Goran Dragic 
scored 16, while 
Courtney Lee and 
Patrick Patterson 
had 14 apiece for the 
Rockets. Luis Scola 
scored 12. 

"We had chances," 

Rockets coach Kevin 
McHale said. "The 
game was kind of in 
the balance at 83-all. 

They got some sepa¬ 
ration. LeBron is a 
hell of a player." 

Houston missed 
the playoffs for the 
third straight year, 
even though it won't finish below 
.500 in any of them. 

"Failure is a horrible word, I 
don't like it and I don't consider 
it a failure," Scola said. "Our goal 
was to make the playoffs and 
we are hurt because we couldn't 
qualify. But a failure? No, I don't 
see it that way." 

It's unclear if Wade -- who after 
getting hurt on Saturday said he 
will be ready for Game 1 of the 
playoffs next weekend -- will play 
in either of Miami's two remain¬ 
ing regular-season games, at 
Boston on Tuesday and at Wash¬ 
ington on Thursday. 

Miami would like to have Bosh 
and Turiaf back for at least a por¬ 
tion of that road trip, and Chalm¬ 
ers is listed as day to day. He 
was a late scratch from Miami's 
starting lineup on Sunday. 

And for that matter, James 
-- who sat out Saturday's loss 
to rest, though said it wasn't ex¬ 
actly a refreshing one-day break 
-- might not play again before the 
postseason starts, either, saying 
he would like some rest, although 
Spoelstra said he'll evaluate the 
who-plays-and-who-doesn't is¬ 
sue daily. 

So it was yet another pieced- 


together starting lineup that Mi¬ 
ami sent to open the game, the 
16th different one for the Heat 
this season -- and their seventh 
in their last seven games. 

And things didn't start well. 

The Heat missed their first six 
shots and trailed 23-10 after Sc¬ 
ola made a hook shot with 3:54 
left in the opening quarter. Hous¬ 
ton's lead was still double digits 
at 38-28 with 6:59 remaining un¬ 
til halftime, before Miami used a 
17-6 run to take a one-point lead 
at intermission. Miller's 3-pointer 
with 25 seconds left gave the 
Heat their first -- and only -- lead 
of the half, 45-44. 

Parsons had his second-best 
scoring quarter of the season 
in the third, finishing with 12 of 
Houston's 25 as the Rockets 
took a 69-66 lead into the fourth. 
Back and forth it went, the game 
being tied on four separate occa¬ 
sions in the final quarter, the last 
of those coming when Parsons 
drove on James for a layup and 
his 23rd point, setting the season 
best for the rookie. 

"Fortunately, I hit shots," Par¬ 
sons said. "My teammates got 
me open. I just hate losing so at 
the end it doesn't matter how well 


I played. A loss is a loss." 

Playing back in his home state 
for the first time as a pro, Par¬ 
sons finished 10 for 13 from the 
floor. He spent four seasons at 
Florida, appearing in 142 games 
and averaging 10.2 points before 
the Rockets grabbed him in the 
second round of last year's draft. 

"It was great," Parsons said. 
"I had a lot of family and friends 
here. You always want to play 
well for them but at the end of 
the day you want to get the win. 
It was a good learning experi¬ 
ence and it's exciting to be back 
in Florida." 

After that last tie, James took 
aim from the left wing and hit a 
3-pointer over Parsons to put Mi¬ 
ami up for good. And following 
a steal byShane Battier, Miller 
added another 3 from the right 
corner 24 seconds later to give 
the Heat what was then their big¬ 
gest lead at 89-83. 

"Those are the kind of wins 
that coaches like, when there's 
segments of the game where 
it's just tough and ugly," Spoel¬ 
stra said. "We went through a 
few spells offensively where the 
ball was just not going in and we 
stayed in it mentally."

World Peace was subdued and 
contrite in the Los Angeles Lak¬ 
ers' locker room, apologizing to 
Oklahoma City's James Harden 
for throwing the elbow that sent 
them both to the locker room 
in the second quarter and left 
Harden with a concussion. 

They both missed a beauty 
of a game that could echo into 
the postseason for two division 
leaders. 

Kobe Bryant scored six of his 
26 points in the second overtime 
alongside an unorthodox Lakers 
lineup, and Los Angeles rallied 
from an 18-point deficit in the 
second half for a 114-106 victory 
over the Thunder on Sunday. 

Pau Gasol had 20 points, 14 
rebounds and nine assists for 
the Lakers, who made an im¬ 
pressive comeback in their reg¬ 
ular-season home finale against 
off-target Thunder stars Kevin 
Durant andRussell Westbrook, 
who combined to miss 42 of 
their 56 shots. Los Angeles' rally 
stunned the Thunder and set an 
early tone for their possible sec¬ 
ond-round playoff matchup. 

"It's not so much that we beat 
Oklahoma, but how we did it," 
said Bryant, who shook off his 
own woeful shooting game with 
two key 3-pointers late in regula¬ 
tion. "In the playoffs, particularly 
if you don't have home-court ad¬ 
vantage, you're going to have 
games like this. We have to have 
the poise and the confidence to 
just keep chipping away." 

Yet everything after halftime 
was colored by the drama and 
violence that occurred 1:37 be¬ 
fore the break. 

World Peace had just dunked 
over Durant and Serge Ibaka on 
a fast break and was headed 
back upcourt when he ran into 
Harden. While pounding his 
chest with his right arm, World 


Peace raised his left elbow over 
Harden's shoulder and cleanly 
hit Harden in the back of the 
skull. 

Harden dropped to the court 
and stayed down for about a 
minute before heading to the 
locker room. Ibaka and other 
Thunder players challenged 
World Peace, but were kept 
apart, and World Peace was 
ejected after officials reviewed 
the tape. "I got real emotional 
and excited, and it was unfor¬ 
tunate that James had to get hit 
with the unintentional elbow," 
said World Peace, who had 
scored 12 points and played 
solid defense on Durant. "I hope 
he's OK. Oklahoma, they're 
playing for a championship this 
year. I apologize to the Thunder 
and James Harden. It was just 
unfortunate." 

Later, World Peace took to 
Twitter to share his thoughts 
and expressed remorse over 
the incident.

The Thunder initially declined 
to disclose Harden's condition, 
but later confirmed the concus¬ 
sion. Harden, who scored 14 
points, now faces a rigorous 
process before he can return to 
action under the NBA's recently 
instituted concussion policy.

And James, I hope he's 
OK. I haven't heard anything 
about how he's doing, but he's 
one of my favorite players in the 
league, one of my young boys, 
so I hope he's doing all right." 

"I'm just happy my teammate 
is all right," said Durant, who 
scored 35 points on 11-for-34 
shooting. "It was a bad play. 
Hopefully Ron didn't do it inten¬ 
tionally or have any malicious 
intentions on that. We've got to 


move past that." 

Ibaka had 18 points and 14 
rebounds for the Thunder, who 
led by 11 points with 4 minutes 
left in regulation. Westbrook had 
14 points on 3-for-22 shooting 
and 10 assists as Oklahoma 
City fell a full game behind San 
Antonio atop the Western Con¬ 
ference with just its third loss in 
nine games. 

Despite the loss, Durant final¬ 
ly passed Bryant in the race for 
both superstars' third NBA scor¬ 
ing title. Durant, the two-time de¬ 
fending scoring champion, is av¬ 
eraging 27.906 points with two 
to play, while Bryant -- the NBA's 
top scorer for nearly the entire 
regular season - slipped back 
into second at 27.862 points per 
game with just one game left. 
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DETROIT - Alberto 
Gonzalez squared to bunt, 
hoping to drive in the go- 
ahead run on a squeeze 
play.

The bases were load¬ 
ed with nobody out when 
Gonzalez bunted. Right¬ 
hander Thad Weber (0-1), 
who was making his ma¬ 
jor league debut, had no 
play at the plate on runner 
Nelson Cruz. Weber froze 
with the ball, and first 
baseman Miguel Cabrera 
struggled to get back to 
the bag in time. Every¬ 
body was safe, and Texas 
took the lead. 

Detroit manager Jim 
Leyland came out to ar¬ 
gue, but to no avail. 

"I saw just what it did: 
The ball came down and 
hit him on the back knee. 
Clearly. Clearly. That's not 
even a question," Leyland 
said. "The ball clearly hit 
him, and four guys hap¬ 


pened to miss it. That's 
part of the game. 

Plate umpire Tim Welke 
had a chance to watch the 
replay afterward and said 
the ball did in fact hit Gon¬ 
zalez, but his crew hadn't 
seen that initially. 

"We did not see the ball 
hit anybody on the field," 
Welke said. "We called 
what we saw." 

Gonzalez appeared 
to be in the batter's box 
still when the ball hit him, 
meaning it would have al¬ 
most certainly been ruled 
a foul ball if an umpire had 
seen the contact.

Before 
the game, Cuban was asked if he 
believes Team USA is in shambles 
on the heels of key injuries and 
two NBA stars recently suggesting 
players should be paid just months 
before the start of the 2012 Games 
in London. "I hope so," Cuban said. 
"And you can quote me on that. 

"I think it's the biggest mistake 
the NBA makes," Cuban said of 
allowing NBA stars to compete in 
international competition. "If you 
look up stupid in the dictionary you 
see a picture of the USA Dream 
Team playing for free for corporate 
America so the U.S. Olympic Com¬ 
mittee can make billions of dollars. 
So if you come up with something 
that you own that you can give to 
me for free so I can make billions 
of dollars, I want it. 

"And it has nothing to do with 
patriotism and it's all about money. 
You don't see the (International) 
Olympic Committee in Switzerland 
saying, 'Oh, we made so much 
money, let's give it to people.' How 
many jets do they have?" 

Back in January, Cuban said he 
has gotten nowhere in convincing 
the NBA to get out of Olympic com¬ 
petition. 

"The commissioner's office won't 


open it up to discussion. 
They just make a unilat¬ 
eral call," Cuban said then. 
"They'll take calls about it, 
but won't put it up for a vote. 
Hopefully, I can get him to 
move it to a vote at some 
point." 

The topic was raised this 
time after Dwyane Wade and 
Ray Allen were criticized for 
suggesting that Olympic ath¬ 
letes should be paid. 

Cuban said he would 
have no problem allowing 
NBA stars to play in the Olympics 
if corporatism didn't rule the pro¬ 
cess. 

"If they weren't making all kinds 
of money," Cuban said, "I'd be fine 
with it because then it's truly for the 
right reasons." 

In his latest rant, Cuban said if 
that were the case then multibillion- 
dollar network and cable television 
rights should be stripped and the 
Olympics offered on television as 
part of the public domain. 

"It's like when the president 
gives a speech, it's public domain, 
anybody who wants to put it out 
there can put it out there," Cuban 
said. "If you want to make this re¬ 
ally about patriotism, you make it 
public domain. Look, if you don't 
have cable, you're not going to see 
a lot of what you're supposed to be 
so patriotic about." 

Cuban said he would prefer to 
see the U.S. Olympic basketball 
roster filled out the way it used to 
be, with youngsters. 

"I think just 22-and-under and 
I'm fine with that." Cuban said. 
"Develop it, get international ex¬ 
perience, represent your country, 
that's all good." 

Mavs point guard Jason Kidd 
was a member of the gold-med- 
al-winning U.S. Olympic team in 
2008. No Mavs players will suit up 
for Team USA or any other coun¬ 
try's national team in London. Dirk 
Nowitzki played for Germany last 
summer as it unsuccessfully at¬ 
tempted to qualify for a second 
consecutive Olympic berth. 

However, Nowitzki's participa¬ 


tion in last summer's Olympic qual¬ 
ifier also underscores the point 
made consistently by Cuban, who 
pays Nowitzki $19 million this sea¬ 
son. Nowitzki got off to a slow start 
this season while dealing with a 
right knee issue that he attributed 
to playing internationally over the 
summer, which then skewed his 
training regimen during the lock- 
out-extended offseason. 

Nowitzki missed four games in 


late January to work on strength¬ 
ening his knee. 

Cuban never publicly criticized 
Nowitzki for representing his coun¬ 
try or the Olympic process as a 
whole at the time, but that didn't 
mean he wasn't frustrated. 

"I was going nuts, trust me," Cu¬ 
ban said. "I said, 'Are you kidding 
me?' But, I don't have the right to 
stop him." 
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
